FANOY BILLIARDS. ' 

Mr Shorter and Mr Roberta last night 
played a game of 600 up oven, Mr Shorter’s 
ove versus Robert’s inger and thumb, and 
afterwards an exhibition of fancy strokes 
was glven. We aro sorry there was only a 
very small attendance, In‘ the billtards, 
Mr Shorter made a bresk of 44, of which 
80' were made by the delicate treatment of 
e emall nursery, which he, managed to 
malotain in the right-bottom’ corner of the 
table. , He mundo 14 cannons without 
mviog the object balls more than- balf an 


{nch. The nursing was done a good hand’s- 
breadth from the oush. His other breaks 
wore not 60 largo, but some very scientitic 
and pretty shots wore made: Mr Shorter, 
who plays very gently and carefully, without 
ony swagger or dash or anything ‘of the 
kind, was frequently applauded. Tho fin- 
gor-and-thumb play of Mr Roberts was 
apgarently mor interesting to the. apec- 
tators, than the game, pure and simple. 
His deliosoy of touch, the enormous amount 
of screw, aide or twist he puts on, the ap- 
parent supreme ease. he plays with, gained 
great admiration, His favourite stroke; : 
corresponding tathechampion’s spot-stroke, 
in the losing Hazard, Getting the red ball 
conveniently overacorner pocket, he twists 
bia own ball in-off. as often ‘apparently as 
he cares to, the rod remaining in almost 
the same position as long as it a required. 
lu one break of 196, over 100 were made 
in this way. . Like Mark Twain’s frequently 
recurring earthquske, this sort oc thing 
would in time become monotonous, but Mr 
Roborts wisely varies it with some cannons 
all round the table, and cannons the 
whole length of the table, Of coarse Mr 
Shorter never. hada chance of winning the 
geome. Tho advantage given, and it would 
be impossible to play finger billiards any 
other way, of lifting the ball and playing 
from any part of the table*ore likes, is so 
great, and Mr Roberta bas brought bis 
perfection in this peculiar game to. auch -a 
pitoh, that he could give his own brother, 
the champian of the world, balf the game 
and beat him, One feature of: Roberts’ 
peculiar game is tho npaly of his scoring. 
Phore is never the slightest hesitation as to 
what is the best atroke on. He does the 
simple cannon and the apparent.y impos- 
sible with equal ease, grace and 
dexterity, -'The 600 up was played in con- 
tiderably less than three quarters of an 
hour, Roberts standing at 600 to Shorter's 
284, The opponent then played, both with 
cues, the. beat of five games of pyramids, 
Xoberta recelying one ball each game, In 
the firat Roberts bad 6 balls to Shorter’s 9. 
When Shorter had 9'in the second game, 
Roberts had 8, and gave in. The third 


gamo was also won by Shorter, but Roberts | 


was only one ball behind him, pooketing 
six balls consecatively, An interval of a 
few minutes took place here, after which 
Roberts’ fanoy strokes were tho pleasant 
order of the day.’ Firat came twist strokes, 
in which Roberts hugged the cushion the 
whole length of the table and sent all tho 
balls into the several corner pockets, and 
the sides as well, Sink shots and following 
strokes with the hand; double foroing six- 
strokes ; throwing tho balls, from a position 
a yard away from the lower ond of the table, 
and making them stop dead in a straight 
line two Inches from the cush at the top; 
and so on, ocoupied a short time. Then, 
placing the red aud_white over the top'left 
pocket and the chalk on the spot, he sent 
player's ball curving round the chalk to 
make the cannon, Some very pretty 3-cush 
cannons followed. A straight cannon slong 
the. mahogany three quarters the length 
of the table, and a cannon over the gas 
lights, from the red in tho, gentre of the 
table to the other ball held in his left hand 
were greatly admired: Two direct cannons 
from the red in the centre of the table to 
the white on the floor eight feet from the 
side of the table, was next neatly done 
creating uo “litle astonishment. Tho 
“basket trick” followed. Placing the 
pyramid-bali basket on its top and the two 
object balls six inches behind it he turned 
they basket over with player's ball, and can- 
noued. All these were done with the cue, 
and were done ‘on: the first attempt. He 
next, with finger and thumb, cannoned off 
the 15 pyramid balls placed in » straight 
Hoe a hairsbresdth less than a ball off 
the cush. On first attempt player’s ball 
Latruck 14 balls only; the second trial suc- 
ceeded. Three balls were spun in plates 
for over five minutes, and were then lifted 
as they were required, although there was 
‘certainly another two minutes’ “go” left 
inthem. Ths great snake cannon: business 
followed. Sixtaon glasves are disponed in 
threa Hnes selanting-wise on the table ; 
in the centre line are six glasses several 
inches apart, and two dec anters are 
placed at the near end of it, THe rod 
and, plain ats placod between the 
two decanters, the thickness of a dollar 
being between the balls.and the deoan- 
ters, and the same between the balls 
themselves, Twisting, with thumb snd 
finger his own ball to the top of the table, 
cushioning thence to near the middle left 
ooket, he made the cannon without touch- 
ing & y of the glasses or the decanters, 
either with bis own or either of the 
otber balls, He sleo otshioned into a 
hat placed on a chair on the table.

SUPREME OOURT. 

IN ORIMINAL JURISDICTION. 

At 10 o’olock the Chief Justice, and the 
Hon. the Aoting Puisne Judge; Mr J. J. 
| Francig, aat in lerge Court room, to con- 
fer in full Court as to the conduct of the 
business of the Session. The Attorney 
General stated the cases that were to be 
brought befcre this Special Sessions; they 
included the Kate. Waters’ murder and 
Firacy, and the embezzlement by a compra- 
loro of $11,000. In the former caso a 
special jury had been allowed, but had not 
been summoned for. to-day ; that case would 
last some considerable time, as there were 
@ goodly number of witnesses, and nearly 
all the evidence had to travel through a 
double translation, from Siamese into Malay 
ond Malay into English. In the embezzle- 
ment case the prosecution did not demand 
fa special jury, but it might be that the 
defences would prefer its being heard by o 
special jury. 

The Chief Justice said if the prosecution 
did not ask for a special jury it was not 
likely. the Counsel for tho defence would, - 
le Lhe Attorney General said he was just 
instructed the defence were not desirous of 
having a apecial'jury.), There was only the 
one oase therefore for the special jury. 

His Lordship said a date could be fixed 
before which thecase should not be taken 
up, say this day week, and the jury could 
be sutimoned for that day, If the Court 
could not take it up that day, the special 
jurors would then be in attendance, and could 

e-informed that they were hot required 
till next day. - He was desirous that there 
should be no risk of the hearing of.thia caso 
being interrupted, as they know the Court 
was liable to be at any time: within the 
next. few days. It was agreed that the 
two judges should sit in the two Court- 
rooms, and hold Court simultaneously, Mr 
Ng Choy, prosesuting before Mr Francis, 
under instructions from the Attorney Gene-

; REGLNA 0. WONG A BAN, 

A astrongly-built big-sized middle-aged 
ferocious-looking man named Wong a San 
was charged with returning from redeport- 
ation in contravention of, the indictment set 
forth, seo, 3 of Ordinance 4 of 1871. Tho 
seotion under which he should have properly 
been charged wes seo, 4, which was recited 
in the information,. The Attorney General 
‘moved to amend the indictment, which, 
although the alteration was a material one, 
was allowed. ‘The Chief Justice, before the 
aman was asked to plead, asked the Attorney 
General whether he really intended to go into 
this case, whether he had looked into it, and 
regarded its oonnection with disoussions 
which had already taken place in this Court, 

Mr. Russell said he had, and believed he 
should go on with the case unless his Lord- 
ane was unwilling to-—— 

His Lordship said ‘that it was not for him 
to prevent the case being gone fully~into, 
There were perhaps every reason, of which 
he was not informed, why this matter should 
be Sag discussed. « 

The jury empanelled, consisted of the fol- 
lowing gentleman: J. H, John, W. Dinton, 
E,.A. Grossman, J. H, Holmes, T. E. Davis, 
E. Perera, J. R, Macdonald.

REGINA 0. KWONG A FONG. 

Kwong Atong was charged with stealing 
a box, containing wearing apparel &e. to 
the value of 65 taels, irom the steamer 
Ichang ; the stolen articles were the property 
of another pasienger. by the same steamer 
who had gone to the ladies’ cabin to prepare 
his female relatives for coming on shore, 
and at prisoner's suggestion had left tho 
box in his charge. _ By the time he retarn- 
ed his box was gone, and another box of 
same sizo and similar appearance was sub- 
stituted. This was filled only with sweet 
potatoes, in a waste bag, which gave it the 
same weight. This robbery would probably 
never have bem brought to justice but for 
the smartneds, honesty and bravery of a 
Chinese boy, 3 hawker, who saw the pri- 
soner and a man with a long coat making 
off ‘with the box, and suspeoting them from 
their suspicious movements, got hold of the 
box on his own responsibility, and held on 
to the man with the long coat, who broké 
away from him however oy forca, and took 
the box with him. He then called thief, 
and got- hold of the prisoner, whom ho 
handed over to the police as soon as oppor- 
tunity offered, : : 

The prisoner, being called on for anything 
ho had to say, told the Court as he had told 
the owner ot the box that he did not awallov 
his box. Being told by the Judge that he 
was not charge with swallowing the bux

The Attorney General asked his Lordship 
to commend him for his good conduct and to 
recommend him for reward by the Govern- 
ment. ‘The boy had behaved with very 
great credit to himeelf;-and it was desirable 
that the isolated cases like this should be 
specially noticed. 

The Chief Justice snid this should cer- 
tainly be done. 


Capt. Deane said he would attend to it} - 


if his Lordship desired. He could let him 
have his license free for some time. 
The Court: How much is the license ? 
Capt. Déane: a few cents. ; 
The Attorney General: You must give 
a fow him a few dollars, ian 
Capt, Deane: We can give him $6 or $10. 
The Chief Justice: Don’t give him too 
much money. That often does more harm 
than good.” Give him ten dollars and let 
him have his license free for ever after- 
wards, : 
Capt, Deane : I don’t think I-can-do that, 
The Chief Justice: I shall‘write a memo- 
randum on the case for the Governor's 
information, and he will decide what shall 
be done, There stould be some handsome 
recognition of his conduct. The Inspeotor 
who has charge of this case should make 
enquiries a to his general character. (Tho 


nothing against him.) Then you should 

e this hoy down to the Wharf with you, 
see the Manager and the chief men thoro, 
and tell them the whole atory, and recom- 
mend the boy ig to them. They 
ought.to know they have such a led about 
their wharves. They might be able to do 
him good by countenancing him in some way 
or ieee uch Inds ongkt to get on, and 
deserve help. 

The substance of what had been said in 


obi being called said the boy had 


his praise, and the recommendation to be’ 


made for his reward was ee to the 
boy by the Interpreter, and he'left the Court 
with the Inspector to be introduced to the 
imitatora of Diogenes, who govern matters 
at the wharves, : ; 

REGINA 0. LEE ATIK AND ANOTHER, 

Lee Atik and Lan Asee were charged with 
stealing 20 silk umbrellas, 13 alpaca um- 
brellas, and other articles from the shop of 
Ching Kew-on the 4th March last; with the 
alternative charge of receiving and being 
found in possession of a number of silk and 
other umbrellas well pte that the same 
had“been stolen, The evidence was of a 
circumstantial nature: the Wing Chon shop, 
a European-goods store, was broken into 
and a large quantity of umbrellas and 
other goods etolen early in the morning of 
the 4th March. No olue. to the robbers was 
found till the 17th March, when the con- 
stable who had been specially told off to 
look after this case was informed that a 
ticket for one of a considerable, number of 
umbrellas that had been pawned in~some of 
the’ pawn-brokers’ shops, had been presented 
by. the second prisoner, who wished to 
redeem one of them; this ticket was traced 
to the first prisoner, who hed other tickets 
for, umbrellas, all of the sume stamp and 
pattern, and corresponding to. the stamp 
and pattern stolen, The first prisoner 
emitted a statement admitting that he took 
the umbrellas, but denied stealing them, 
and said he hod merely taken them, as the 
shop, at Which he had been formerly em- 
ployed, owed him money, of which he could 
not get payment. 

Chinese Sergeant No. 120, proved the 
arrest of the prisoners, and the finding of 
certain pawn-tickets on. their persons, cor- 
responding with some of the stolen property. 
Four pawn-brokers were called, who proved 
the pledging of the articles in question by 
the first prisoner. The prisoners’ defence at 
the Police Court was read and admitted by 
the accused tobe ‘correct. .The defence sot 
up by the first defendant was that he took 
six umbrellas as the master owed him 
money; but be denied breaking into the 
house; the seoond man’s defence was thot 
ho was only a friend of first prisoner’s, but 
knew nothing of the robbery, and did not 
know how the pawneticket was found in his 


box. 

His Lordehip having briefly and fairly 
summed vp, the jury considered ther 
verdiot. Bhey unanimously found the frst 
prisoner guilty, not of burglary, bnt of lar- 
ceny on the first count, not guilty conse 
uently on the sevond; the second prisoner 
not guilty on either count, Some confusion 
was caused by the jury desiring to make tho 
first prisoner guilty on the second count, 
because they believed--he stole the goods. 
Hin Lordship very plainly iastraoted them 
however, end the verdiot was ptoperly eis 
tered as given above :

given a great deal of trouble in the gaol, 
and had threatened to escape; he remem- 
bered that the prisoner said he would chop 
chop wyloe.” He had seen the prisoner 
half an hour before he escaped, Prisoner 
was very sulky aud Jazy whilet in gaol. 

Me Ng Choy proposed to call Inspector 
Lindsay to prove the prisoners arrest, but 
His Lordship said he did not think it at all 
necessary. é 

Mr Ng Choy said that ho would also like 
‘to ask the Inspector, to produce the Polics 
occurrence book, in which’ the escape was 
noted. : 

His Lordsh{p said that was not evidence; 
a statement signed by the Superintendent 
of the gaol would be ao, There waa, at all 
events, not much doubt about the escape; 


| what was wanted was evidence of the con- 


viotion. 

The original information, regularly signed 
by the Registrar, was produced, 

Prisoner said that he had never done 
business in thls Colony, and had gone to 
Singapore at the age of 23, and was now, 80 
years old. Ho had come up from Sings 
pore to see his mother, who was ill, and 
waa returning to Singapore when arrested. 
He was not guilty of the charge; there 
must ba some mistake, 

His Lordship having summed up the 
evidence, particularly enjoining upon the 
jury to give the prisoner the benefit of any
